Pioneer IV 
Flashes On 
Past Moon 


May Orbit Sun 
For All Time 


WASHINGTON. — Pioneer IV 
sped past thé moon Wednesday 
and headed for lasting orbit 
around the sun. 

The small, gold-plated vehicle— 
the first payload to be thrust 
into deep space by the United 
States—passed the moon at 5:24 
p.m. (EST). at an estimated dis- 
tance of 37,000 miles. 


The cone-shaped, 13.4-pound 
package of instruments, racing 
along through space at a speed 
cf about 4,500 miles an hour, was 
gradually being drawn into an 
orbit around the sun, thus be- 
coming a new artificial planet in 
the solar system. 


PERMANENT FIXTURE 


Pioneer IV was expected to be- 
come a permanent fixture in 
space, although it was doubtful 
that it would ever be seen again 
Ly man on earth. 


Dr. Homer J. Stewart,  direc- 
tor of program planning. and 
evaluation in the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration, 
predicted Pioneer IV would have 
a cosmic existence ‘comparable 
to the expected lifetime of our 
universe.” 


It is not expected that Pioneer 
IV will approach closer than 
5,000,000 miles to earth. 


CIRCLES IN 392 DAYS 


Preliminary calculations showed 
that Pioneer IV will follow a slight- 
ly more elongated orbit around 
the sun than the earth. It will 
circle the sun every 392 days, 
compared with the 365-day orbital 
period of the earth. 


At its closest approach—or peri- 
helion—Pioneer IV will be 91,744,- 
000 miles from the sun, or 1,168,- 
000 miles inside the earth’s av- 
erage distance from the sun. 


At its farthest point from the 
sun—or aphelion—it is expected to

Eisenhower 
Hopeful, Hits 
War Jitters

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said Wednesday 
Russia appeared to be easing its 
position on some issues in the 
touch-and-go Berlin crisis. He said 
he was a little more optimistic 
—and he deplored any war jit- 
ters. 


He also indicated the United 
States was ready to explore all 
roads leading toward a peaceful 
solution while still holding firm to 
its rights in Berlin. He said the 
West was now studying how it 
could best meet “‘constructively’”’ 
the apparent Soviet change. 


The President told his news 
conference the latest note from 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev on 
Berlin showed “‘some lessening of 
the rigidity of the propositions” 
previously advanced by Russia. 
He apparently referred to Khru- 
shchev’s conditional agreement to 
a foreign ministers meeting. 


CAUTIONS NATION 


But Eisenhower cautioned 
Americans that they live in “‘a 
half world” of neither war nor 
full peace. However, he said the 
nation’s defenses are completely 


At about the same time the 
President was speaking to re- 
porters at the White House, Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Macmillan told 
the British House of Commons the 
thing to do now to head off a 
new world war was to “‘get nego- 
tiations going’’ and not argue too 
much about précise formulas or 
proper phrasing. 

Macmillan said he will discuss 
with German, French and U.S. 
leaders all major questions, in- 
cluding a study of some form of 
what has to be known as dis- 
engagement. Macmillan did not 
use that word but those who heard 
him took that to be what he 
meant. 


“Disengagement” is a term 
which. covers a controlled limit- 
ing of forces of each side of the 
Iron Curtain. A reporter at Eisen- 
hower’s conference noted that it 
had been referred to in a com- 
munique issued by Macmillan and 
Khrushchev. 


Eisenhower said such things as 
troop withdrawal or armament 
controls in central Europe must 
come “within a general agree- 
ment in which we have confi- 
dence.”

“Lack of time and lack of a 
staff makes grass roots polling 
impossible,” the Rt. Rev. T. 
James McNamara of St. John the 
Baptist Roman Catholic Church in 
Savannah, and member of the 
housing subcommittee, said. 


Msgr. McNamara said that he 
believed the housing question to 
be more vital than either the 
schools or voting. 


“When you mention slums in the 
South, the Southerner immedi- 
ately thinks of the Negro,” the 
Catholic leader told the commit- 
tee. “When you start to herd 
people, they start reacting as a 
herd. The white South must see 
the Negro not as a Negro but as a 
person.,”’ 


Meyer and Mrs. H. B. Trimble 
of Atlanta, members of the edu- 


cation subcommittee, said that 
their report on education to the 
federal commission would dea! 
mainly with recent laws passed 
by Georgia’s legislature, the ac-

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Moscow Still Holds 


Initiative at Berlin 


Prime Minister Macmillan, returning 
from Russia after an “off-ag’in, on-ag’in, 
gone-ag’in” series of conferences with 
Prime Minister Khrushchev, thinks we 
must study a pullback of troops in Cen- 
tral Europe and a possible withdrawal of 
nuclear weapons. 

In Leipzig for the spring trade fair, 
Khrushchev himself talked the old line 
of peace but at his price. It was not, 
however, a sword-rattling speech. He 
simply wants what he wants and thinks 
he will get it. But he is willing to negoti- 
ate—at the summit. 

The alternative, he says, is a treaty 
with East Germany and aggressive po- 
litical and trade opposition to Western 
presence in Eastern Europe. 

President Eisenhower will talk with 
Macmillan later this month after the 
British Prime Minister has met with Gen. 
de Gaulle in Paris and Chancellor Ade- 
nauer in Bonn. The President gensibly 
cautions care and calm. We must not, he 
says, be frightened by Russian propa- 
ganda. He will, he says, study with care 
all possible angles before replying to the 
latest Soviet note. 

With this background we may say 
that the initiative remains with the Rus- 
sians. They are to get, eventually, a sum-~ 
mit meeting since one can’t be avoided 
and perhaps shouldn’t be. There almost 
certainly will be negotiations to pull 
back troops. 

This, of course, will leave the Rus- 
sians just back of the border and the 
allies many miles distant. 

The Russians will obtain, too, some 
sort of recognition of East Germany. 

West Germany might not be willing 
to give up nuclear weapons bases. The 
East Germans would permit no inspection. 

That’s one of the thorny aspects of any 
negotiations. 

Meanwhile, two facts should be noted. 

With Secretary of Dulles ill, the West- 
ern nations are now represented in nego- 
tiations by Prime Minister Macmillan. 
And, secondly, one should not overlook 
the fact the proposal agreed upon for dis- 
cussion, the pullback of troops, is the 
urgent suggestion made some two years 
ago by George Kennan, probably one of 
the two best informed men on Russia in 
America. At the time he made it his for- 
mula bitterly was criticized in Wash- 
ington. 

None of this sits too well with us. 
But world conditions and the alternative 
to refusal to hold a summit meeting are 
so hideous as to give the Russians the 
psychological edge and initiative. 

But it does keep the door open. It may 
lead to a United Nations force keeping 
order in Berlin. Dag Hammarskjold, U.N. 
secretary general, is en route circuitu- 
ously to Moscow. He may widen the door. 

War, if it ever was truly near, re- 
treats.

Decatur Would Benefit 
From Renewal Project 


, Decatur stands to realize considerable 
benefits from the.city commission’s ac- 
tion looking toward an urban renewal 
project for the Beacon Hill section. 

A recent survey of the area by City 
Manager John Markland demonstrates 
how costly a blighted neighborhood can 
be to local government. 

His report showed that a random 
check of 90 of the 300 substandard homes 
in the Beacon Hill area revealed the 
average assessed value to be about $1,260. 
Pointing out that the city receives less 
than $3,000 in taxes on the 90 residences, 
Mr. Markland said it costs the city about 
$33,000 a year to send the children from 
those homes to school. Police and fire 
protection, along with other services, 
adds to the deficit. 

The proposed renewal project would 
result in higher property values, im- 
proved health conditions and better 
standards of living.

Sheet Metals Rusting 
At Taxpayers’ Expense 


Just how much state money was 
wasted on useless projects in the pre- 
vious administration probably never will 
be known but enough is known to. sus- 
tain all the charges of wanton extrav- 
agance which have been made.

$62,000 worth of steel and sheet metal 
lying around parks sites for which the 
department has no use.

Unapproved Drugs Given at Milledgeville

tients who were given the drugs 
could not communicate with him. 


RELAYED TO FIRMS 


Patients’ reactions to the num- 
bered drugs are recorded by Dr. 
Burrell under the research. pro- 
grams and are relayed to the 
drug firms. These reports are used 
by the firms as part of their in- 
formation in trying to get the 
drugs approved by the FDA. 


Dr. Burrell said that the drug 
firms used the drugs on animals 
and on. some humans before they 
are used in his research pro- 
grams. He said the drug firms 
have “paid human guinea pigs” 
who are under contract to the 
firms. He said they are ‘‘double- 
edged” contracts which protect 
the persons by assuring them ade- 
quate medical treatment if they 
suffer bad side effects from the 
drugs and which protect the drug 
firms by stipulating they are not 
otherwise responsible for bad side 
effects. 


Dr. Burrell said that five of 
six drugs he has administered 
under the programs have since 
been approved and are now on 
the market. He said he expects 
the sixth to be approved soon. 


FORM IS SHOWN 


He showed a reporter a form 
which he said he has to sign 
before he can be sent a shipment 
of numbered drugs through the 
mail. The form carries this dec- 
laration: 


“I have adequate facilities for 
the investigation to be conducted 
by me, and the above named drug 
will be used solely by me or 
under my direction for the in- 
vestigation, unless and until an 
application becomes effective 
with respect to such drug under 
Section 505 of the Act.” 


Dr. Burrell said that the ref- 
erence to the application con- 
cerns the drug firm’s application 
to get FDA approval of the drug. 


Dr. Burrell said checks for the 
fund are made out to “Milledge- 
vile State Hospital Reseach 
Fund” and are deposited in an 
account in that name in a Mill- 
edgeville bank. He said he would 
be glad to make a public account- 
ing of the funds if Kemper re- 
quested it. 

Dr. Burrell said he personally 
signs all checks on the fund. He 
said he had asked Dr. Peacock 
if he wanted to countersign them, 
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but that Dr. Peacock said he ap- 
proved of the way the fund was 
being handled and did not think 


the checks. 


Kemper, asked if he thought 
there should be a public account- 
ing of the funrls, replied:

IF THOSE FISH DO TALK, THAT EXPLAINS SOME THINGS 


and study their responses. It'll probably be very 
' embarrassing to some lovely lady bass to hear 
the secret she has shared with a female friend, 
played back through the machine for the whole 
school to hear. But what intrigues me more than 
that is how the biologists are ever going to work /

They proved it pretty well with spinners, 
too, that make a whirring sound under the sur- 
face.

Hence the right amount of 
pressure, not too much and not 
too little, is necessary to perform 
this important job of pumping 
blood.

|sure apparatus two figures are 


recorded, one the “systolic” when 
the contraction of the heart forces 
the blood through, and the other 
the “diastolic” when the heart 
fills with the returfiing blood. Ex- 
cessive figures from this meas- 
urement mean “high blood pres- 
sure,” or hypertension. 


In the past eight to nine years 
we have had drugs which help 
the hypertensive person in vari- 
ous ways. One is Rauwolfia, the 
Indian drug. This has a tranquil- 
izing effect upon the nervous sys- 
tem, probably by its effect of de- 
pleting the brain of serotonin, a 
substance which has a strongly 
constricting effect on blood ves- 
sels. Another very useful drug for 
reducing high blood pressure, 


called Apresoline, is usually given 
with Rauwolfia, and has its effect 
by dilating the abnormally con- 
stricted blood vessels. 


Protoveratrine and diuril are 
two other drugs now being used. 
the latter being effective in re- 
ducing the fluid of the body. But 
since in doing this it also affects 
the chemical balance, the effects 
must be watched carefully. 


In fact, adustments must be 
constantly made under the guid- 
ance of a physician when any of 
these valuable drugs aré being 
used. Under (supervision they 
have brought safety and longer 
life to many a hypertensive pa- 
tient whose ancestors probably 
died an untimely death from 
“high blood pressure.” It is a 
joy to live in these wonder-drug 
days with a-wise physician to 
guide you in their use.

JUVENILE COURT 


Now in custody of the Ful- 
ton County Juvenile Court, the 
baby’s future is in the hands of 
the presiding judge who will de- 
cide her disposition. If the court 
so pleases, Mrs. Buchanan may 
be given legal custody of Linda 
Jane after it has been deter- 
mined that the baby was aban- 
doned and the mother and fa- 
ther have lost their parental 
rights. 


Or she may be placed in 
the custody of one of the 
three juvenile homes~in Fulton 
County -which are approved by 
the court, according to Judge 
Alan Kemper, executive direc- 
tor of the State Welfare Dept. 
The Buchanans can then put in 
their request for legal adoption 
of the baby. 


Parents in the state of Geor- 
gia who wish to adopt a child 
can take a tip from an Atlan- 
ta family who were fortunate 
enough to legally adopt two 
children from a reputable At- 
lanta agency.

First of all, a couple must be 
married 5 years and be able 
to prove that as far as can be 
determined they cannot have 
children of their own.
